1 cider is the charge made by Director 
James Foust of the Bureau of Foods 
of the State Department of Agricul- 
ture. He says these firms, many of 
them] located outside of the State, 
are circulating reports that it is con- 
trary to law for the farmer to make 
cider vinegar of his apples thereby in- 
creasing the business of the commer- 
cial firms. In commenting on this 
phase of the provisions of the Prohibi- 
tion Enforcement Act, Mr. Foust says, 
the 
farmers 
of Pennsylvania may 


make cider vinegar and may sell it to 
the wholesale and retail trade in this 
state without inspection or permit of 
any kind. The only provision attach- 
ed to this ruling is one that prevents 
the sale of apple juice containing ad- 
ded water, drugs or acids. If this 
provision is obeyed the vinegar that 
is made in the county will comply in 
every way to the pure food laws

To Their Deaths. 


Two boys, Samuel Doplin, aged 14 


years, and his brother, Noah, aged 9 years 
were suffocated by carbou dioxide, from 
the fermentation of ensilage, in an under- 
ground silo, at their home, Sandy Hook, 
Harford county, Md., Sunday morning. 
Wilmer Houpee, a neighbor, was also over- 
come by the gas, and narrowly escaped 
death, when he went into the silo to res- 
cue the children. The two boys were play- 
ing on fop of the silo when Noah's shoe 
fell into the structure. His father, Sam- 
uel Doplin, let the boy down into the silo 
with a rope, to secure the shoe. When 
the boy was down a short way he shouted 
to his father that he was blinded, and 
then dropped from the rope to which he 
was holding 
His brother, Samuel, offer- 


ed to go down to bring Noah up. The 
father hastily let the qlder boy down in 
the same manner. He too, was overcome 
by the fumes in a few minutes and drop- 
ped to the bottom of the silo, a depth cf 
15 feet. Samuel Doplin then called for 
helpj and Wlitner Hoopes offered assist- 
ance. The rope was tied about lioopea' 
body and when he was half way down he 
called to Doplin to draw him up. Wnen 
he reached the surface he was unconscious. 
Neighbors were summoned and with the 
aid of a corn blower the silo, which is of 
concrete construction, was cleared of gas, 
and the bodies of the two boys were tak- 
en out. Two hours had elapsed from the 
time the children went down. The elder 
boy was still breathing when found, but 
could not be revived and died before 
reaching the surface.

It has 
neen used in Britain since before hls- 
roric times, and was common in the 
nmn/.e age, from which times have 
romo let beads, buttons, rings, armlets 
and oiher ornaments.

in them 
The monks used jet for ros- 


arv beads at Whitbj Abbey, and at 
Whitney, where it was found in the 
gio.ilo&t abundance. It occurs in ir- 
legtilar masses in hard shale known as 
jol rock 


Often microscopic examination dis- 


rlosts coniferous wood in the compo- 
sition of jet 
It is probable that jet 


was developed when masses of wood 
dufted down a river, rotted or became 
water lodged and sank out at sea, be- 
coming gradually buried in a deposit 
of line mud whi.h hardened eventually 
into shale 
Sometimes drops of bi- 


tumin aic found in jet cavities, which 
seems to confirm the suspicion of its 
wood origin.—Detroit News.

seems to confirm the suspicion of its 
wood origin.—I^etroit News.

The process of killing quack grass> 


or sod or pasture lauds, beginning in 
midsummer, is u very simple one. 


The first step is to plow the sod, 


cutting just under the turf, which is 
usually about three inches deep. 
To 


thoroughly turn over a stiff quack- 
grass sod as shallow as three inches i.t 
is advisable to use a special type of 
plow (Scotch bottom) having a very 
long, gradually sloping moUlbourd. 
It 


Iws Keen found that with this type of 
plow the sod can be turned very shal- 
low. 
The next step is to go in a week 


01 ten days later with a disk harrow 
and thoroughly disk the sod. Repeat 
this treatment every ten days or two 
weeks until fall, when the quack grass 
will be completely killed out. 


Too Hard to Plow. 


It sometimes happens that with cer- 


tain kinds of soil during drier periods 
in the summer the ground becomes too 
hard to plow. With the type of plow 
suggested, however, it has been found 
that very hard and dry sods can be 
turned. 
In case it is not possible to 


Quack Grass. 


turn the sod on account of dry weath- 
er, the treatment can be siven with 
the di&k harrow alone. We ha\e been 
able to thoroughly kill the grass with 
either the disk or the combination of 
plow 
and 
disk 
treatment. 
Where 


plowing is possible, howe-ser, it is usu- 
ally cheaper to kill the grass with 
plow and disk alone, according to spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


If the disk alone is to be used, it 


should be set practically straight, well 
weighted with bags of dirt, and the 
field go'ne over three or four times. 
The first two cuttings should be at 
right angles and the other cuttings 
diagonally across. The sod in this way 
is divided into small blocks. Then the 
disk is set an an angle, when it will be 
found that the first two or three inches 
of the sod, which contain practically 
all of the quack-grass roots, can be cut 
loose from the soil below. The ex- 
posure to the sun and the breaking 
loose from the lower soil soon kill out 
the quack grass. This ground should 
be gone over at intervals of ten days 
or two weeks throughout the remain- 
der of the season. 


Plow Again In Spring. 


The following spring the infested 


land, on which the srass has been 
killed either by the disking method or 
by the combination of plowing and 
disking, should be plowed to a good 
depth in order to bury the mass of 
dead roo!s thoroughly. This will fa- 
cilitate the cultivation of the sprins 
crop. If the work has been carefully 
done the qunck grass will not show 
up at all in the spring crop. 


Both these methods have been thor- 


oughly tested. 


MAKE PROFIT WITH ALFALFA 


Growers Who Are Most Successful 


Make Practice of Cultivating 


Once or Twice Yearly. 


The men who are making a prac- 


tice of growing alfalfa 
successfully 


over a long period of years are prac- 
ticing cultivating the crop at least 
once or twice a year. The common 
disk harrow is used to some extent, 
although the spring-tooth 
cultivator 


usually gives better results. 
Some 


people cultivate the alfalfa field ear- 
ly in the spring, but the more com- 
mon practice is to follow the second 
and third cuttings. 
The main pur- 


pose is to keep the blue grass out 
This is best accomplished during the 
dry portion of the summer. In a test 
carried on by the Iowa agricultural 
experiment station, the annual yield 
has been icreased almost a ton per 
acre .by cultivation. 


CONCRETE FLOOR FOR FOWLS

The process of killing quack gras»* 
or sod or pasture lauds, beginning in 
midsummer, is a very simple one. 


The first step is to plow the sod, 
cutting, just under the turf» which is 
usually about three inches deep. 
To 
thoroughly turn over a stiff quack- 
grass sod as shallow as three inches i#t 
is advisable to use a special type of 
plow (Scotch bottom) having a very 
long, gradually sloping moldboard. 
It 
has Keen found that with this type of 
plow the sod can be turned very shal­ 
low. The next step is to go in a week 
oi ten days later with a disk harrow 
and thoroughly disk the sod. 
Repeat 
this treatment every ten days or two 
weeks until fall, when the quack grass 
will be completely killed out. 


Too Hard to Plow. 


It sometimes happens that with cer­ 
tain kinds of soil during drier periods 
in the summer the ground becomes too 
hard to plow. 
With the type of plow 
suggested, however, it has been found 
that very hard and dry sods can be 
turned.

MAKE PROFIT WITH ALFALFA 


Growers Who Are Most Successful 
Make Practice of Cultivating 
Once or Twice Yearly. 


The men who are making a prac­ 
tice of growing alfalfa successfully 
over a long period of years are prac­ 
ticing cultivating the crop at least 
once or twice a year. 
The common 
disk harrow is used to some extent, 
although the spring-tooth cultivator 
usually gives better results. 
Some 
people cultivate the alfalfa field ear* 
ly In the spring, but the more com­ 
mon practice Is to follow the second 
and third cuttings.

Quack Grass. 


turn the sod on account of dry weath­ 
er. the treatment can be given with 
the disk harrow alone. 
We have been 
able to thoroughly kill the grass with 
either the disk or the combination of 
plow 
and 
disk 
treatment. 
Where 
plowing is possible, however, it is usu­ 
ally cheaper to kill the grass with 
plow and disk alone, according to spe­ 
cialists of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 


If the disk alone is to be used, it 
should be set practically straight, well 
weighted with bags of dirt, and the 
field gone over three or four times. 
The first two cuttings should be at 
right angles and the other cuttings 
diagonally across. The sod in this way 
is divided into small blocks. Then the 
disk is set an an angle, when it will be 
found that the first two or three inches 
of the sod, which contain practically 
all of the quack-grass roots, can be cut 
loose from the soil below. 
The ex­ 
posure to the sun and the breaking 
loose from the lower soil soon kill out 
the quack grass. 
This ground should 
be gone over at intervals of ten days 
or two weeks throughout the remain­ 
der of the season. 


Plow Again In Spring. 


The following spring the infested 
land, on which the grass has been 
killed either by the disking method or 
by the combination of plowing and 
disking, should be plowed to a good 
depth in order to bury the mass of 
dead roots thoroughly. 
This will fa­ 
cilitate the cultivation of the spring 
crop. 
If the work has been carefully 
done the quack grass will not show 
up at all in the spring crop. 


Both these methods have been thor­ 
oughly tested.

HE iron-throated cannon of the 
Washington navy yard, breaking 


the stillness of a March dawn in 1854 
with its- 100 exultant roars over the 
repeal of the Missouri compromise, 
awakened Lincoln to the great mis- 
sion for which bis whole life had been 
an uncons-cious preparation. After a 
tingle term in congress, where his crit- 
icism of the Mexican war in the1 midst 
of that conflict had left him unavail- 
able for a second term, and 
after 


provi lentially failing to obtain the snug 
berth of commissioner of the general 
land office, he had retired to his dingy 
law office in Springfield. 


The wiping out of the dead line 


against the spread of slavery aroused 
him from his indifference to political 


Lincoln in 1850. 


questions and drew him from his re- 
tirement. "I know there is a God and 
that he hates injustice and slavery," 
he said .simply to a friend. 
"I see the. 


storm coming. I know his hand is in 
it. 
If he has a place and work for 


me—and I think he has, I believe I am 
ready." 


The cannon that called Lincoln to 


his duty also was the signal gun that 
heralded the birth of the Republican 
party. Joining the new parly, he be- 
came at once its leader in Illinois; 
"j> his own surprise, the second man 
Jn ("he balloting for its candidate for 
vice president in 18f>(>, and its candi- 
date for senator in 1S5S against Ste- 
phen A. Douglas, the author of tin; re- 
pea!. 


While L'jicoln made ready for that 


campaign, as always in every hour of 
decision, he retired within himself. He 
consulted no one and gave no ii'nt of 
his line of attack until he called to- 
gether a do-'.en friends' and read to 
them bis opening speech, which began 


• with those immortal words: 
"A house 


divided against itself c.smot stand. I 
believe that this government cannot 
endure permanently half slave 
tand 


half free . . . It will become all 
one tiling or all the other." 


Every man in the little group warn- 


ed him that if he delivered the speech 
it would defvat him for the senate. 
"If I had to draw a pen across my 
record and eras-e my whole life .from 
Bight," he quietly replied, "and I had 
one poor gift or choice left as to what 
I should save from the wreck, I should 
choose that .-'peedi find leave it to the 
world unerased." 


Douglas curried n few more legisla- 


tive districts ai.d wr.s re-elected, b\it 
Lincoln V-d in the aggregate popular 
vote. 


Lincoln had met his TVj.nkoi Hill. 


The great unknown, who had dared to 
j 


cross swords with the foremost chain- j 
plou of the repeal, pi<jued the curios- 
ity of the country. 
Accepting an invi- 


tation 
to speak in New York, his ! 


Cooper union address established his i 
intellectual and moral right to lead 
Vie nation. 


Nevertheless, when zealous neigh- 


bors had first entered him as a cnndi- 
.date f»r president, he protested that 
he was not fit for the place. Until the 
convention of I860 actually met in Chi- 
cago, his name seldom was mentioned 
for Mie honor outside his own state. 
Two-thirds of the delegates really fa- 
vored the nomination of William H. 
Servard, but as so often happens in 
politics, the very pre-eminence of the 
l*»w York senator made him unavail- 
i*>le. In the end Lincoln was nomi- 
nated largely because he was the least 
known man oo the U«t of candidates.

HE stone walls of the 
White 


House no more shut'Lincoln in 


from his fellows, from their hopes 
arid sorrows and pride, than did the 
unhewn logs behind which he shivered 
in the cabin home of his youth. One 
night he dreamed that he was In a 
crowd, when some one recognized him 
as the president nnd exclaimed in 
surprise: "He is a very common look- 
ing man." 
Whereupon he answered: 


"Friend, the Lord prefers common 
looking people. That is the reason he 
makes so many of them." 


Lincoln liked people, and he always 


kept in touch with the mass. He did 
not have to take the word of politi- 
cians or newspapers about what the 
country was thinking. 
He went to 


the source. 


As he finished his daily wrestle with 


senators nnd the big-wigs, he plunged 
with zest into what he called his "pub- 
li<«j»pinion bath." Seated in his chair, 
with one leg thrown Over its arm, he 
received the motley crowd that poured 
in through the wide open door of his 
office. 
Those who approached him in 


awe found themselves at ease in the 
presence of a .friend, whose manner 
said to every one what he said in a 
speech to a regiment: "I happen tem- 
porarily to occupy this big White 
House. 
I am a living witness that 


any one of your children may look to 
come here as my father's child has." 


The man fairly exhaled democracy, 


fraternity, equality. Frederick Doug- 
las said that Lincoln was the only 
white man lie ever met who did not 
show consciously or unconsciously that 
be recognized his color. * 


•Sympathy flowed 
In 
a 
constant 


stream from its fountain in this great 
heart. 
A mother's tears, a baby's cry, 


a father's plea, a crutch or an empty 
sleeve never failed to move Lincoln. 
'If lie hJis no friend, I'll be his friend," 
he said as he stopped the shooting of 
.1 soldier, under sentence of a court- 
martial. 


"My poor girl," he said to a woman 


who pleaded for the life of her soldier 
brother, "you have come here with no 
governor or senator or member of 
congress to speak in your cause; you 
seem honest and truthful and you 
don't wear hoops, and I'll be whipped 
if I don't pardon him." 


Lincoln's olllce was'almost his prison 


cell through four terrible years. The 
shouts of his two l i t t l e boys at play 
always were welcome notes of joy to 
their care-weighted father. 
He never 


objected in their noisily bursting in 


Abraham Lincoln. 


upon him, and often he joined the 
children in their boisterous games in 
the White House grounds. 


In the dark days when the nation 


itself was at death's door, one of the 
boys died. 
For weeks the grieving 


father strove in vain to win a spirit of 
resignation, dropping his work for a 
day at a time and surrendering to his 
sorrow. 
Doubtless the fortitude he 


gained at-last in that wrestle with 
himself became part of the heroic faith 
which lifted him above the general 
despair when the 
fortunes 
of the 


Union sank lowest.

Section 1. Be It resolved by the Sen- 


ate 
and House 'of 
Representatives In 


General Assembly met. That the follow- 
ing amendment to the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania be. and the same la here- 
'by. proposed, 
in 
accordance with the 


eighteenth article thereof:— 


That article nine, section eight, be 


amended to read as follows: 


Section 8. 
The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school district. 
or other municipality 
or 
Incorporated 


district, except as provided herein, and 
In section fifteen of this article, shall 
never exceed seven (7) PT centum upon 
the assessed value of the taxable prop- 
erty therein, but the debt of the city of 
Philadelphia may be Incr^aEOd in such 
amount that the total city debt of said 
city shall not exceed ten per centum (10) 
upon the assessed value of (ho taxable 
property therein, nor shall 
any 
such 


municipality or district Incur nny new 
debt, cfr increase Its Indebtedness to an 
amount exceeding two (2) per centum 
upon such assessed valuation of pro- 
perty, without the consent of the elect- 
ors thereof at a public election In such 
manner as shall be provided by law. In 
ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
the city of Philadelphia, 
at any time, 


there shall be deducted from such debt 
so much of the debt of said city as shall 
have been Incurred, or is about to be 
Incurred, and the proceeds thereof ex- 
pended, or about to be expended, upon 
any public Improvement, or In the con- 
struction, purchase, of condemnation of 
any public utility, or part thereof, or fa- 
cility therefor.- If such public improve- 
ment or public utility, or part thereof, 
whether separately or In connection with 
any other public Improvement or public 
utility, or part thereof, may reasonably 
be expected to yield revenue In excess of 
operating expenses sufficient to pay the 
interest and sinking-fund charges there- 
on. 
The method of determining such 


amount, so to be deducted, may be 
prescribed by the General Assembly. 


In incurring indebtedness for any pur- 


pose the city of Philadelphia may Issua 
Its obligations maturing not later than 
fifty 
(50) years from the date thereof, 


with provision for a sinking-fund suffi- 
cient to retire said obligations at matur- 
ity, the payment to such sinking-fund to 
be in equal graded annual or other peri- 
odical instalments. "Where any Indebted- 
ness shall be or shall have been Incurred 
by said city of Philadelphia for the pur- 
pose of the construction or Improve- 
ments of public works or utilities of any 
character, from which income or reve- 
nue l» to be derived by said city, or for 
the reclamation of land to be used In the 
construction of wharves or docks owned 
or to be owned by said city, such obliga- 
tions may be in an amount sufficient to 
provide for, and may Include the amount 
of, the Interest and sinking-fund charges 
accruing and which may accrue thereon 
throughout the period of construction, 
and until the expiration of one year after 
the completion of the work for which 
said Indebtedness shall have been in- 
curred- and said city shall not be re- 
quired to levy a tax to pay said interest 
and sinking-fund charges as reoulred by 
section tr.n. article nine of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania, until the expira- 
tion of said period of one year after the 
completion of said work.

Wood Believed to Be Basis of Jet, Sub- 
stance Long Used for Various 
Ornaments. 


Jet is a sort of lignite or anthracite, 
often cut and polished, w^hich has the 
peculiarities In weight and texture of 
the hardest kind of anthracite. It has 
been used in Britain since before his- 
toric times, and was common in the 
biu^n^.o age, from which times 
have 
come jet beads, buttons, rings, armlets 
and other ornaments. 


Julius Caesar alludes to the abund- 
ance of jet in Britain, and jet orna- 
ments are found with Roman relics 
in them. 
The monies used jet for ros- 
ary beads at Whitby Abbey, and at 
Whitney, wliere it was found in the 
greatest abundance. 
It occurs in Ir- 
regular masses in hard shale known as 
jet rock. 


Oftiui microscopic examination 
dis- 
closes coniferous wood in the compo- 
sitloit of jet. 
It Is probable that jet 
was developed when masses of wood 
drifted down a river, rotted or became 
wator loiiged and sank out at sea, be- 
coming gradually buried in a deposit 
of line mud which hardened eventually 
into shale. 
Sometimes drops of bi- 
tuinin are found in jet cavities, whid) 
seems to confirm the suspicion of its 
wood origin.—I^etrolt News.

QUACK GRASS IS 
EASILY KILLED 


Special Type of Plow Is Recom- 
mended for Purpose of 
Turning Over Sod. 


DISK HARROW QUITE USEFUL 


Exposure to Sun and Breaking Loose 
From Lower Soil Soon Kill Out 
Plants—Bury 
Mass of 
Roots 
in Spring by Plowing. 


The process of killing quack grass^ 
or sod or pasture lauds, beginning In 
midsummer, is a very simple ono. 


The first stop is to plow the sod, 
cutting. Just under the turf, v;hich Is 
usually about three Inches deep. 
To 
thoroughly turn 
over a stIiT quack- 
grass sod as shallow as three inches ^t 
is advisable to use a spccial type of 
plow (Scotch bottom) having a very 
long, gradually sloping moldboard. 
It 
has hoen found that with this type of 
plow the sod can he turned very shal- 
low. The next step Is to go in a week 
01 ten days later with a disk harrow 
and thoroughly disk the sod. 
Repeat 
this treatment every ten days or two 
weeks unUl fall, when the quack grass 
will bo completely killed out. 


Too Hard to Plow. 


It sometimes happens that with cer- 
tain kinds of soil during drier periods 
In the summer the ground becomes too 
hard to plow. 
With the type of plow 
suggested, however, it has been found 
that very hai'd and dry sods can be 
turned. 
In case it is not possible to 


Quack Grass. 


turn the sod on account of dry weath- 
er. the treatment can be given with 
the disk harrow alone. 
We have been 
able to thoroughly kill the grass with 
either the disk or the combination of 
plow 
and 
disk 
treatment. 
Where 
plowing Is possible, however. It Is usu- 
ally cheaper to kill the grass with 
plow and disk alone, according to spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


If the disk alone is to be used, it 
should be set practically straight, well 
weighted with bags of dirt, and the 
field gone over three or four times. 
The first two cuttings should be at 
right angles and the other cuttings 
diagonally across. The sod in this way 
is divided Into small blocks. Then the 
disk is set an an angle, when it will be 
found that the first two or three inches 
of the sod, which contain practically 
all of the quack-grass roots, cnn be cut 
loose from the soil below. 
The ex- 
posure to the sun and the breaking 
loose from the lower soil soon kill out 
the quack grass. 
This ground should 
be gone over at Intervals of ten days 
or two weeks throughout the remain- 
der of the season. 


Plow Again in Spring, 


The following spring the infested 
land, on which the grass has been 
killed either by the disking mKhod or 
by the combination of plowing and 
disking, should be plowed to a good 
depth in order to bury the mass of 
dead roots thoroughly. 
This will fa- 
cilitate the cultivation of the spring 
crop. 
If the work has been carefully 
done the quack grass will not show 
up at all in the spring crop. 


Both these methods have been thor- 
oughly tested. 


MAKE PROFIT WITH ALFALFA

Federal prohibition enforcement of- 
ficers swooped down on York Satur- 
day afternoon, raided a number of 
hotels and seized a large quantity of 
intoxicating liquors. 
The amount tak- 
en would All two large army trucks. 
It is now stored 
the seiaure room 
in the York fed-sral building. 
It is 
valued at more 'than $20.000. A. B. 
Rudisill. of Hanover, chief group head 
in charge of prohibition enforcement 
in the middle district of Pennsylvania, 
with headquarters in Harrisburg, was 
in personal charge of the raiders and 
directed operations. 
H« was ably as- 
sisted by Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Harvs^y E. Smith, of Harrisburg, 
and agents of the so-called 
"flying 
squadron" of enforcement oillcers. of 
Philadelphia. 
A large United States 
army truck was used to haul the booze 
taken in the raids to the postoillce 
building. 


It is claimed that the government 
officials have evidence of purchases 
of intoxicating liquor in every place 
raided, and are in actual poss-sssion 
of liquor bought at the places enter- 
ed by those upon whom devolve the 
duty of enforcing the .prohibition law 
in the inte^3st of the preseiwation of 
law and order. 
The places entered 
and where liquor was found are Ho- 
tel York. Nelson McSherry. proprie- 
tor- 
Hotal Penn. Charles F. Welsh, 
proprietor; Black's cafe. Arthur Black

HANOVER HOTEL «AIDED 


Five prohibition enfoiTement ofH- 
oers shortly before 1 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon raided the cellar at the Am- 
erican house, Hanover, of which John 
I. McKinney is proprietor, and seized 
14 cases of whiskey valued by him at 
$800. The liquor was taken to the Han- 
over postofflce for safe koaping, 
The 
officers left the town immediately fol- 
lowing the raid without making any 
statement other than that they had 
"another li'ttle job to attsnd to at an- 
other place." 
Tliey traveled in a tour- 
ing car. Mr. McKinney explained that 
the whiskey was his own private stock 
and that he had hopes of securing its 
return. 


U. S, Marshall Smith. Harrisburg, 
was in charge of the prohibition of- 
ficials and E. A. Rudisill, son of Sol- 
omon Rudisill. Hanover, a federal pro- 
hibition enforcement officer who has 
taken part in numerous whiskey raids 
throughout the eastern section of tho 
state, was a member of the party of 
officials. They pulled off a raid in 
Lancaster that morning. 


For a long time it has been noised 
about Hanover that there was consid- 
erable 
bootlegging 
going 
on, 
and 
"booze'* has been obtained at various 
"blind tigers" for the last year. 
When 
the report of the raid spread Hano- 
ver's many bootleggers it is said, took 
to cover. The proprietor, John I. Mc- 
Kinney, Jr., was not placed under ar- 
rest.
